Long Court Battle Porecast. 

Hickman’s plea of “not guilty by 
reason of insanity” was made when 
he was arraigned yesterday on in- 
dictments charging him with the 
kidnaping and murder of the Park- 
er girl. The move forecasts a long 
court fight in the attempt of Hick- 
man to escape the death penalty 
which the prosecution demands. 

A recently passed California law 
divorces the hearing on the defend- 
ant’s sanity from the actual ‘trial 
If he is found to have been sane at 
the time the crime was committed, 
his attorney may then interpose the 
plea that Hickman is insane now. 

Legal authorities fer some- 
what’on the interpretation of the 
new law as to the procedure should 
Hickman be declared insane at the 
time of the kidnaping.s m murder 
but be held sane at present 
time. 

Superior J udge ‘Fricke, who, 
while Chief Deputy District Attor- 
ney had charge of all insanity 
cases, declared that the youth, if 
found insane at the time the crimes

MOSCOW, Jan. 4.—An official 
announcement says M. Poliakov, 
commercial director of the grain 
department of the State Bank, and 


his assistant, named Telesnin, have 
been sentenced to death by the 
high court and that their property 
will be confiscated. 

The officials were charged with 
selling secret commercial informa- 
tion to merchants and selling them 
grain at more favorable terms than 
were given to state departments. 

A merchant named Peretz and 
a middleman named Rakovschik, 
were sentenced to death and seven 
others were sentenced to prison 
terms on similar charges. Six oth- 
ers were acquitted. 

The court decided Poliakov and 
Telesnin were not entitled to bene- 
fit by the amnesty declared on_the 
tenth anniversary of the October 
revolution as their crimes involved 
excessively prolonged abuse of 
their official positions. The death 
sentences of the two merchants, 
however, were commuted to 10 
years’ imprisonment under the 
amnesty. :

or the death of my son I hold no 
matice or jill will toward Gen. Sandino 


or any of his men, for I think (and I 


believe 90 pr r cent of our people agree 
with nte) that they are today fighting 
for their liberty. as our forefathers 


for our liberty in 177€ and that 
a nation, have no iegal or moral 
right te he murdering those liberty- 
loving people in'a war of aggression. 
What we are doing is nothing less 
than murder for the sole purpose of 
keeping in power a puppet President 
and acting as a collector for Wall 

street, which is certainly against the 
spirit and letter of our Constitution. 

My son was °9 years old, served 
three years of his third enlistment, 
survived honorabic service through the 
World War against Germany, only to 
be officially murdered in a disgraceful 
war against this little nation. 

My ‘ather served through the Civil 
War, my two grandfathers died in ac- 
tion in the same war and I am proud 
of their records, so this is not from the 
pen of a red radical, but from one who 
loves justice and fair play.

THE ST. LOUIS AIRPORT. 

If there is no longer any doubt that St. Louis is 
to have an adequate airport and thus add 6ne more 
to the 208 municipal flying fields already established 
in the country, there is sitfll less need to ask ques- 
tions about it since the informative article published 
‘in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. 

The field is to be 608 acres in extent, and is to 
| include t the present flying field of 170 acres. It will 
compare in size and equipment wih the other great | 
flying fields, not even excepting the Tempelhof at. 
Berlin, Le Bourget at Paris, and Croydon at Lon- 
don. From 70 to 100 freight and passenger planes 
come and go daily at these European fields, and as 
air transport in the United States 2ncreases the great 
airport at St. Louis will present the same active 
scene. 

It will cost St. Louis $1600,00@ thus to take her 
place in the forefront of aviation, a place to which, 
as the home of Col. Lindbergh, she is entitled by 
the fame of that great feat. This money will be 
provided by a bond issue upon which the commu- 
nity will vote at the regular elections next Novem- 
ber. Both Mayor Miller and Comptroller Nolte have 
agreed to such an issue, and it goes without saying 
that the Board of “Aldermen will co-operate. It is 
a matter which, St. Louis cannot neglect. Our op- 
portunity as the most central of all the big cities, 
and ‘he one from which the fast-growing industry 
of plane building will be best able to distribute its 
output, is too great. Thanks to Major Albert Bond 
Lambert, whose patriotism has given us time to real- 
ize what is happening, and to other St. Louisans 
whose vision has already begun concentration here 
of the business of plane building, nothing has been 
lost. 

Major Lambert believes that St. Louis can, by mov- 
ing in time, capture a great industry, as Detroit 
captured automobile making.

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THE PROTEST AGAINST “THE KING OF KINGS.” 

When the St. Louis Council of the American Jew- 
ish Congress demanded that the film, “The King of 
Kings,” be withdrawn from circulation, because it Is 
allegedly anti-Semitic, this body no doubt felt it was 
acting in perfect accord with the American tradition 
of tolerance for race and religion. This film, con- 
tends the council, offends the tradition. Ergo, the 
council concludes, a decent respect for the tradition 
demands that the film be withdrawn. 

Paradoxical as it may appear, a decent respect for 
this great tradition demands nothing of the kind. 
It requires, on the contrary, that tolerance be ex- 
tended even to those who apparently refuse to exer- 
cise it themselves. Our courts have wisely upheld 
this tgadition of tolerance by holding it impossible 
to libel a race, religion, sect, or similar body. . Gov- 
ernor Smith of New York has just recently given the 
nation a fine example of such tolerance by admitting 
the right of even the Ku Klux Klan to the protec- 
tion of our law and Bill of Rights. Tolerance, in 
fine, like liberty, is anything but a simple virtue, 
and, again like liberty, is worth nothing unless it 
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} protects heresy as well as orthodoxy.

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“Policing Nicaragua 


From the New York World. 


N Thursday of this week Col. Lindbergh 

is Scheduled to fly to the capital of Nic- 
aragua. The city ig already hung with 
flags and bunting in his honor. News of 
the preparations being made to welcome 
him, however, is Suddenly interrupted by 
news of another encounter between _ pled 
ican marines and the forces of the rebel 
Gen. Sandino. On the eve of Lindbergh’s 
visit five marines are dead, 23 are wounded 
and the army of Sandino ts reported by the 
Navy Department “to have suffered heavy 
casualties.” It is an unhappy prelude to 
a holiday. 

This Sandino is the same Sandino who 
has traded bullets with the American ma- 
rines in no less than 12 engagements since 
the middle of last summer. He was one of 
the semi-independent Generals of the Lib- 
éral army in the Nicaraguan revolution of 
a year age, and the only one of importance 
who refused to submit to the American 
ultimatum of May 6 and lay down his arms. 


INCE then all communiques issued by 

the State Department and the Navy De- 
partment have described him as a “bandit.” 
There is some justification for this ter: 
since Sandino makes no bones about ad- 
propriating whatever property is useful to 
hint. On the other hand, no rebe) soldter 
resisting what he describes as unwarranted 
inte ention by a foreign army has ever 


stoo 4 on ceremony. Sandino may be classi- 
fied either*as a bandit or a patriot. as one 
sees the issue. But in either case he ig 
the Captain of his own cause, for the kl ad- 
ers Of the Liberal party have disowned him 
and described him as an outlaw. And in 
either case it is clear that his — es as 
Soldier and his powers of resista 
been sadly undérestimated. 


OR the striking fact about this latest 
battle in the hills of Nicaragua is that 
t took place within a few miles of the spot 
where the marines fought Sandino almost 
half a year ago. On July 17 last 29 ma. 
rines were sent to the town of Octoca! 
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rescue of the marines. The result was 
one American killed, one seriously wound- 
ed, 300 of Sandino’s soldiers killed and an- 
other hundred wounded. 

This engagement of July 17 was described 
as a decisive one. Admiral Latimer report- 
ed on July 20 that the Nicaraguan situa- 
tion had “cleared up” as a result of this 
encounter. Sandino had shot his bolt. in 
the opinion of Admiral Latimer; he would 
either be rum down-by the marines, killed 
by his own men, or escape along the Hon- 
duran-Nicaragua border through the jun- 
gies. 


O N Aug. 27, 


relinquishing command of 
the marines in Nicaragua, Brigadier- 
General Feland reaffirmed the news, de- 
ciaring that Sandino was “through” as the 
leader of a rebel movement. “The people 
do not like failure,” said Gen. Feland, “and 
Sandino has failed with his inferior force. 
He has little ammunition and only a few 
followers left.”” Yet, four months later this 
same leader with only a little ammunition 
and a few followers left attacks the ma- 
rines in what is described as “the biggest 
battle in which American troops have par- 
tictpated since the World War.” and in- 
flicts heavy damages. 

HE significant fact is that

take place many miles away 
the scene of last summer’s encounter. 
in sOme remote corner into which the ma- 
rines had driven Sandino’s straggling army, 
but practically on the same spot. Sandino, 
in other words, has held his own since last 
summer. Whether he is now receiving sup- 
plies and munitions from “some other coun- 
ty." as is mysteriously hinted in some of 
the dispatches, and whether “his forces 
have meanwhile been trained by Nationals 
of some other country,” as hinted in the 
dispatches, we do not know. But it is 
Plain that the authors of a good many 
cheery communiques of recent date have 
either missed important facts or toned them 
down and that the task of policing Nica- 
rauga is a larger one than the American 
pubiic has been led to think.

HE millions of Bridge players 
T wn are following the weekly 

tadio Bridge games profited 
this week by hearing a splendid 
demonstration of the Grand Coup. 
Local players heard this tenth 
game of this year's series from Sta- 
tion KSD last night. 

Mr. Work had for his partner 
Mrs. Florence C. Douglags, one of 
Pittsburg’s most noted teachers 
and players; while Mr, White- 
head played with W. S. Firestone 
of Cleveland, a player and writer 
of national reputation, 

Mrs. Douglass was the South 
player and dealer. She opened the 
bidding with one Heart on this 
holding: Spades, 9, 3; Hearts, K, 
J. 10, 7, 6, 4; Diamonds, K, J, 3; 
Clubs, A; 6. Her hand admirably 
exemplified the possible shading of 
the normal requirement of two side 
tricks to warrant the original bid 
of a suit lacking the Ace or the 
King-Queen. 

Mr. Firestone, West, bid one 
Spade. He held: Spades, K, Q, J 
10, 6; Hearts, 9; Diamonds, 9, 6, 2; 
Clubs, 9, 7, 5, 2. Notwithstanding 
his four honors in Spades, his hand 
did not contain the two quick tricks 
necessary ‘for an initial bid, but it 
met the requirements for a follow- 
ing of defensive bid. 

Mr. Work, North, bid two Dia- 
monds. His cards were: Spades, 8, 
5, 4: Hearts, 8, 2; Diamonds, A, Q, 
10, 8; Clubs, K, Q, J, 8 As he did 
not have Spades stepped he could 
not bid Na Trump; yet, since he 
had only two small cards of his 
partner’s suit he was obliged to 
deny that suit if he were able to 
do so. His Diamond suit, support- 
ed by Club strength, furnished the 
oppertunity. . 

Mr. Whitehead, East, passed. His 
holding was: Spades, A, 7, 2; 
Hearts, A, Q, 5, 3; Diamonds, 7, 6, 
4; Clubs, 10, 4, 3. With the King 
of Hearts undoubtedly held by Mrs, 
Douglass, South, Mr. Whitehead’s 
hand fell below the requirements 
for a first round assist of a de- 
fensive bid. ‘: 

Mrs. ~ Douglass went to two 
Hearts. Her length and strength 
in Hearts. warranted at least one 
rebid in that suit in spite of her 
partner’s denial, especially as her 
partner’s bid had shown some 
strength, although less than norma! 
support tn Hearts. Mr. Firestone 
passed, as he lacked strength ‘for 
a rebid. Mr. Work passed, as he 
knew from his partner’s rebid that 
she did not need the support of 
three Hearts in his hand. Mr. 
Whitehead bid two Spades to as- 
sure his partner of at least average 
expectancy of support. He made 
this bid also to encourage the

GOOD HABITS 
CONQUER BAD. 


By Lucy Lowell 


ABITS, especially bad habits, 
and how to overcome them is 
a subject which was discussed 
in this column a few weeks ago. 

Remembering the views of my 
readers concerning this worthy 
aim, I was interested in the experi- 
ence of Benjamin Franklin tn over- | 
coming-—-or trying to overcome— 
his own bad huwbits. ; 

He wrote about it at length and 
I herewith cepy part of what he 
wrote; 

“I conceived the bold and ardu- 
our project of arriving at moral 
perfection. I wished to live with- 
out committing any fault at any 
time! |. would conquer all that 
inclination, company or 
custom might lead me into. Ags I 
knew, or thought I’ knew, what 
was right and wrong, I did not see 
why I might not always do the 
one and avold the other. But I 
found I had undertaken a _ task 
more difficult than I had imagined. 

“While my cure was employed in 
guarding against one fault, I was 
often surprised by another; habit 
took the advantage of inattention; 
inclination was sometimes too 
strong for reason, 

“I concluded at length that the 
mere speculative conviction that it 
was our interest to be completely 
virtuous was not sufficient to pre- 
vent our slipping: and that the 
contrary habits must be broken 
and good ones acquired and estab- 
lished before we can have any de- 
pendence on a steady, uniform rec- 
titude of conduet.” 

For this purpose Franklin set. 
tled upon the following virtues: 
Temperance, silence, order, reso- 
lution, frugality, industry,® sincer- 
ity, justice, moderation, cleanli- 
ness, tranquility and humility. 

He goes on: 

“My intention being to acquire 
the habitude of all these virtues, I 
judged it would be well not to dis- 
tract my attention by attempting 
the whole at once, but to fix it on 
them one at a time and, when I 
should be master of that, then to 
proceed to anothe: and so on, till 
I should have gone through all, 
and, as tNe previous acquisirion of 
some might facilitate the acquisi- 
tion of others, I arranged them 
wh @hat view.”

HE reasons for job-failure -are 
@ many-and varied... Probably 15 

per cent of such failures ar» 
due to serious physica! conditions 
calling for medical treatment. The 
remaining 85 per cent are due to 
actual inability to perform the 
task, to definite defects of person- 
ality or to temporary influences of 
the environment. 

Most people fai] in life or in 
work, not because of poor intelli- 
gence or tack of ability,. but be- 
cause they cannot or do not use 
properly the abilities they possess. 
Though ambitious, in a visionary 
sort of way, to be something else 
than what they really are, and in- 
sisting that they wish to amount 
to something some day, they have 
not that urge and -definiteness of 
work purpose to do well the thing 
at hand, the task facing them. 
Hither they haven’t sufficient drive 
in their personality make-up, or 
their drive. is misdirected; or they 
are held back by unhealthy mental 
preoccupations, or faulty habits 
and attitudes, or inferiority feel- 
ings, anxiety states, fears und hat- 
reds, unsatisfied longings, irra- 
tional thinking, pessimistic moods, 
violent prejuJices, obsessing rever- 
ies or emotional dissatisfactions. 
Of such elements are the 
ground of failure, a8 

This right attitude ‘oward job 
failure en the part of the individ- 
ual himself is essential for really 
good adjustive efforts at work; yet 
it is often lacking :in those who 
change jobs frequently, who are 
dissatisfied with the jobs * they 
have, who are disturbed at not 
getting ahead, and: who wish to find 
exactly the right sort of work: and 
work environment which they be- 
lieve themselves not only suited for 
but entitled to. 


HAT qualifications should a 
W é002 executive have? Briefly 
speaking, he or she should be 
a high school graduate—college 
preferred—-tnough in exceptional! 
cases experience may compensate, 
and of sufficient age to make for 
maturity. Intelligence -should © be 
high, though some of average in- 
telligence do well when they have 
particularly well balanced peraon- 
alities and great interest in their 
work. An executive should be o- 
operative, interested and ‘friendly 
to the other employes in his de- 
partment, reliable in giving infor- 
mation, with a personality and 
manner .hich commands respect. 
He should. be co-operative with 
those in higher authority tnd show 
good judgment and a sense.of value 
in cafrying out their orders. He 
should show initiative and inde- 
pendent thinking and be loyal] and 
dependable. 
Qualifications for a successful 
sales-clerk show a somewhat- dif- 
ferent picture. Here education is 
not so important. Grammar schoo] 
or two years of high school is 
enough. Those of merely average 
intelligence do: better than those 
who pass a mcntal test necessary 
for a good minor executive. The 
personality ust be alert, reason- 
ably and , 
courteous, responsive, convincing, 
free from a tendency to introspec- 
tion and mental gossiping with 


themselves,’ and, abovs all, inter-. 


ested in people and be able to make 
even passing contacts easily and 
pleasantly. 

This type of person te known to 
psychiatrists a® an extrovert—e 
person more interested in turning 
his attention te and dealing with 


people and things around him than

'In this second group, 
known as introverts, we find many 
of the successful poets, inventors, 
philosophers and artists. The in- 


troverted, shutin, day-dreaming in- 
dividual, who waits for the cus- 
tomer to speak rather than sensing | 
his needs and. interests, does not 
make a good Salesclerk.. Neither 
does the neurotic, self-centered 
employe, oversolicitous of his own 
bodily ills, whose mind is. mainly 
concentrated on himself and his 
own personal problems; nor’ the 
disgruntled, dissatisfied, « supercil- 
ious, cynical employe whose atti- 
tude toward people and life in gen- 
eral is distorted, abnormal and un- 
healthy.
